DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1/22/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. 5,949,926. The improvement comprises converting an amplitude 
modulated optical signal to an electrical signal for double sideband carriers for compensating 
chromatic dispersion in optical transmission in electrical domain.
